EASTERN CANADA POTATOES | (below ordinary requirements while 


UNDER REGULATION 

The Eastern Canada Potato Mar- 
by repre- 
sentatives of the potato industry, has 
been approved by Hon. Robert Weir, 
Dominioh Minister of Agriculture, 
and the Governor in Council, upon 
the recommendation of the Dominion 
Marketing Board. 

The scheme embraces the _ pro- 
vinces of Prince Edward Island, No- 
va Scotia, New Brunswick and On- 
tario. The potato growers in these 
provinces have been receiving inade- 
quate returns for their potatoes and 
the position of the growers has been 
particulanly difficult this year. A 
very large crop and lack of organiza- 
tion has resulted in demoralized 
marketing conditions. The 1934 po- 
tato crop for the four provinces is 
placed at 43,308,000 bushels, an in- 
crease of 8,188,000 bushels compared 
with the production in 1933. 

Under the scheme, it is expected 
orderly marketing will result prim- 
arily through control of the grades 
of potatoes entering the commercial 
channels of trade and potatoes of in- 
ferior grades will not be allowed to 
glut the market. Consignment sell- 
ing, which has been contributing 
largely to price demoralization will 
be prohibited and sales will be made 
under firm contracts. The scheme 
also provides for the development of 
export markets and for increasing 
domestic consumption of potatoes. 

Moreover, it is believed the utili- 
zation of potatoes in various forms 
which might be marketed in _ this 
country or find an outlet to other 
countries, has not been fully’ ex- 
plored and 'that organization of those 
concerned with potatoes will greatly 
facilitate the type of work necessary 
to develop such possibilities. 

The proposed scheme was submit- 
ted by representative potato growers 
and dealers. Originating with a 
meeting of representatives of the po- 
tato industry held at Ottawa under 
the auspices of ‘the Canadian Horti- 
cultural Councii, the scheme has 
since been endorsed by meetings of 
producers and dealers held at central 
points through all the important po- 
tato producing areas in the four pro- 
vinces.

supplies of sweet clover are consid- 
ered sufficient to meet domestic 
needs. The United States is reported 
as having less than one-third of nor- 
mal requirements of timothy seed 
and a shortage of red clover and al- 
siké seed. Information as to pro- 
duction in Europe would indicate that 
there will be only a small quantity 
of red clover and other seeds avail- 
able for export for North America. 
In any case the average Canadian 
farmer may find it more profitable 
to grow some seed for home use than 
to buy all of his requirements on the 
open market.

The mildly sore-throat may mark the 
beginning of rheumatic fever which 
is so serious because of the damage 
done to the heart in many cases. 

There is only one safe way to deal 
with these cases, and that is, first 
of all, to find out the condition of 
the throat of any child who is un- 
well. If the throat is inflamed, the 
child should be isolated and kept in 
bed until his temperature is normal, 
and then watched, during the follow- 
ing month, to make certain that 
there are no complications.

To encourage safer driving among 
truck drivers along motor highways 
a trade journal recently printed some 
facts based on accident figures that 
will be instructive to the pleasure 
motorist as well. When the sta- 
tisticians adjusted their slide rules, 
here is the statement they gave: 

If you cut out of line of traffic, 
your chances of having an accident 
are multiplied by 50. : 

If you drive over 40 miles an hour, 
your chances of having an accident 
are multiplied by 25. 

If you pass another car on a curve, 
your chances of thaving an accident 
are multiplied by 21. 

If you pass another car going up 
hill, your chances of having an acci- 
dent are multiplied by 10. 

If you fail to signal a turn or stop, 
your cnances of having an accident 
afe multiplied by 5. :

SOUL By J. F. Rutherford — 


Does every person possess an im; 
mortal soul? The only way to obtain 
a correct answer to that question is 
to read it in the Bible. What is con- 
tained in the Bible is the truth, be- 
cause it is the Word of God. The 
correct answer to the question clears 
up many other confusing doctrines. 
{The word “soul” means a living crea- 
ture. Every living creature is a soul, 
and that includes men and animals. 
A man is a soul, but he does not pos- 
sess a soul. The body and the breath 
of life which animates the brain and 
other organs together constitute 28 
soul or creature. In Genesis 2:7 it 
is written: “God formed man of the 
dust of the ground, and breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a_ living soul.’ This 
scripture says nothing about God’s 
giving man a soul. 


An immortal soul would mean one 
which is not subject to death and 
does not die. When God 
man He said to him: ‘In the day that 
you sin you shall surely die.’ God’s 
law did not mean that merely the 
body would die, but that the man 
himself would cease to exist. In 
Ezekiel 18:4 it is written: “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die’; and that 
alone is proof conclusive that the 
soul is not immortal. In Psalm 89: 
48 it is written: “What man is he 
that Hveth, and shall not Bee death? 
shall he deliver his soul from the 
hand of the grave? There is not one 
text of the Bible that says that man 
has an immortal] soul, but, on. the 
contrary, all tests bearing upon the 
matter show that man is a mortal 
soul or creature. 

The clergy teach that the soul is 
immortal. What is their authority 
for such teaching? Satan, the Devil, 
is the author of the false teaching 
that the soul is immortal. The 
Scriptures declare that Satan is the 
father of lies and always resorts to 
lying. He deceived Eve, the first wo- 
man, by telling a lie. It is written 
in Genesis three, that Satan, that old 
serpent, said to Eve, in contradiction 
of God's law, “Ye shall not surely 
die.”” Satan’s purpose in telling that 
lie was to turn mankind away from 
God. Ever since then Satan has de- 
(ceived men and caused _ religious

is no death. Whenever you hear any 
company or organization of people 
teaching that there is no death you 
may know at once that Satan is the 
author of that teaching and that it is 


wholly false. 

Satan himself is not igimortal. 
God has sentenced Satan to death, 
and within a short time now God 
will destroy Satan, together with all 
wicked ones. (Hebrews 2:14) When 
the man Jesus was on earth He was 
not immortal because it was written 
of Him that He was dead for three 
days and on the third day God raised 
Him out of death. The angels are 
not immorta:, because it is written 
in the Scriptures that there are wick- 
ed angels and that all the wicked 
God will destroy. (Psalm  145:20) 
Man is made lower than angels. We 
know from observation that men 
die. Who, then, is immortal? The 
Scriptural answer is that God alone 
is immortal, without beginning and 
without end. (Timothy 6:16) When 
God raised Christ Jesus from the 
dead He gave to Jesus immortality, 
so that He cannot die again. (Revela- 
tion 1:18) No one will ever get im- 
mortality except those who are the 
true followers of Christ Jesus and 
who remain faithful: unto: death. To 
the Christians the Scripture says: 
‘Seek ye immortality.’ (Romans 2:7) 
You know that a man does not seek 
what he already possesses. In ad- 
dressing true Christians the Scri- 
tures declare concerning the soul, 
that: is, the man: “This mortal must 
put on immortality.” (1 Corinthians 
15:53) It would be entirely incon- 
sistent for God to give every man 
an immortal soul and then require 
Christians to be faithful unto death 
in order to receive immortality as a- 
reward. 


The doctrine of the immortality of 
all souls is Satan's lie, and upon that 
falsehood is based almost all other 
false teachings. Satan’s purpose of 
instilling that lie into the mind of 
men is to reproach the name of Je- 
hovah God, turn men away from God, 
and ensnare them in his trap and 
destroy them. If we rely upon the 
Word of God we will not go wrong.

Gentlemen: 

We wave audited the books of the Wainwright Municipal Hos- 
pital, District No. 17, for the year ended December 31, 1934, and we 
Submit herewith: 

Balance Sheet as at December 31, 1934. 
Revenue Account for the year 1934. 

Casn Statement for the year 1934. 

Schedules for Kevenue and Cash Statements. 
Schedule of Contributing Municipalities. 
Statement cf Statistics for ‘the year 1934. 

We report as follows: 

All receipts as shown were deposited in the Bank and payments 
were made by cheque. Cheques issued at the end of 1934 were all 
marked at the bank so that the balance shown by the bank certifi- 
cate confirms the figure aS shown on the Balance Sheet. There are 
no bank loans. 

The collection of accounts receivable will largely depend on the 
returns of farm revenues. Your secretary estimates that one-half of 
the accounts now shown are collectible. A form of acknowlege- 
ment of the amount owing should be obtained from each person re- 
Sponsibie for such when a patient leaves tthe hospital without paying 
the amount due. This should be done with all patients whether 
thought collectible or not so as 'to eliminate the necessity of proving 
claim later. 

Actual inventories were taken at the end of 1934. The estimated 
inventory at the end of 1933 apparently was itoo low so we have ad- 
justed surplus account by $300.00 to adjust the value of last year's 
estimated inventory. 

All 1934 requisitions from contributing municipalities were paid 
in 1934. There remains old balances due from M.D. Battle River and 
M.D. Vale for the years 1929 and 1931. These balances should be 
gone into and setUements arrived at before the reasons for out- 
standing are forgotten. M.D. Grizzly Bear owes a small balance of 
$1.20 from the year 1933, which should be cleared up. 

The addition to equipment was one Obstetrical Bed $156.00. Oth- 
er fixed assets are unchanged. 

Liability insurance is now carried and is Hospital Liability, 
$5000.00 to $15,000.00, and Owner's Liability, $5,000.00 to $10,000. 
Fire insurance is carried at $25,000 on Building and $7,000.00 on 
Furniture and Equipment. 

Requisitions levied for 1934 were reduced one-half cent per acre, 
making a total decrease of $1404.20 from 1933. In 1933 very little 
was Spent On maintenance. This meant that an additional amount of 
$1,100.00 was required in 1934 to put the hospital back into proper 
condition 

The increase in Administration was largely caused by the insur- 
ance paid for in ‘the year. Medical and Surgical Supplies purchased 
in the year were also increased. 

The necessary increase in expenses noted above resulted in an 
increase in the cost per patient per day from $2.12 to $2.36. 

We hereby certify that we have obtained all the infonmation we 
required and that ‘the Balance Sheet, herewith, in our opinion, is pro- 
perly drawn up so as to show a correct view of the affairs of the
